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PREFACE 


This is the third Compendium of Municipal Statistics to be issued, the first bemg published in 1957 and the second in 1964. T 
meet the growing demand for municipal statistics, it is planned to issue the compendium at regular intervals. 


Most of the statistics contained in this Compendium have appeared, or will appear, in other Bureau publications; however. to 
obtain diverse information about a particular municipality, the user is compelled to consult a number of publications and a number 
of tables within individual publications. This difficulty is overcome in the Compendium where a great number of items (101) are 


assembled for each municipality within the one publication. 


The 49 Local Government Authority areas (46 municipalities and the cities of Hobart, Glenorchy and Launceston) are arranged 
within their Statistical Divisions. Maps for the State and for the Hobart Statistical Division preface this publication, together with 
a key to these areas. Some local government authority areas in the south of the State are partitioned between two statistical divisions 
and the following symbols are used to indicate the distribution: (S) (H) means a municipality with part in the Hobart Division and 
part in the Southern GR (SE) (H) means a municipality with part in the Hobart Division and part in the South Hastern 
Division; a single symbol, (8), (H) or (SE), indicates that the area is not partitioned. Wherever possible, full details are given in the 
main. table, Table 1, for oe municipality, city and statistical division, together with State totals. In a few instances, figures are 


not available for publication, indicated by ‘n.a.’ 


Where possible, figures have been re-grouped in the supplementary table, Table 2, to provide details for the State’s two main 
urban centres: (i) Hobart Metropolitan Area (see map at front); (ii) Urban Launceston. Urban Launceston comprises the City of 
Launceston and its suburbs contained in the five municipalities which ring the city (parts of Beaconsfield, Lilydale, St Leonards, 
Westbury and Evandale municipalities). The localities added to the City of Launceston to form Urban Launceston include Cormiston, 
Marawaylee, Riverside, Trevallyn, Mayfield, Newnham, Rocherlea, Vermont, Elphin, Franklin Village, Norwood, Punchbowl, 


Ravenswood, St Leonards township, Waverley, Young Town, Prospect and Prospect Vale. 


Space in the tables is limited, so item descriptions are very much abbreviated and no explanatory notes appear under the tables. 
Before using any of the statistics, the reader is advised to refer to the relevant Explanatory Notes and Definitions appearing after 


this preface.

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EXPLANATORY NOTES AND DEFINITIONS 
Accurate population statistics, for municipalities, are available only at census 
dates. The municipal population estimates are based upon : (i) natural increase 
since the 1966 Census; (ii) limited information about population movements since 
that Census, The figures are subject to revision. 


Section 127 of the Commonwealth Constitution was repealed after a 1967 referendum. 
Therefore aboriginals are, by definition, included in all population figures 

in this compendium but, in actual fact, there was only one aboriginal in Tasmania 
at the Census of 30 June 1966, 


Events are coded to the usual municipality of residence: (i) of mother, for 
. Cy A . : 

births; (ii) of deceased, for deaths. Figures are compiled according to the 

date of registration and not the date of occurrence, 


Each marriage is coded to the municipality where it was celebrated and one, or 
both parties, may not have been residents. 


Censuses are conducted on a 'de facto' basis, i.e. people are coded to the 
place where they spent census night. 


Actual increase (or decrease) between the 1961 and 1966 Censuses. 
Intercensal increase (or decrease) as compound rate of growth per cent. 


Excludes persons : (i) widowed or divorced; (ii) married but permanently 
separated. 


Includes external Australian Territories. 


In the case of employees, the basis of classification is the industry grouping 
of the employer; thus a carpenter employed by a manufacturing company will appear 
under 'Manufacturing', not under 'Building and Construction'. People are 
classified in the municipality where they spent census night; if their place of 
work is in another municipality, their industrial classification will relate to 
industries in that other municipality. 


Includes persons engaged in : (i) farming; (ii) mining and quarrying; (iii) 
hunting and trapping; (iv) fishing; (v) forestry (other than sawmilling). 


In addition to those working in factories, this item also includes persons engaged 
in : (i) the generation and supply of gas and electricity; (ii) maintenance of 
water supply and sewerage services. 


Includes persons engaged in construction, repair and maintenance of : (i) 
buildings; (eae) roads and bridges; (Gao) power stations; (iv) power transmission 
lines. 

Includes persons engaged in ; (i) road, rail, sea transport and storage; 

ina) postal, telegraph and telephone services including construction and 
maintenance ; (ira) radio communication (other than radio and television 
broadcasting), and cable services. 


Includes persons engaged in : (ee) wholesale and retail trade; (ii) livestock and 
primary produce dealing; (iii) banking, insurance and other finance and property. 


Industry groups in this item are: ‘Public Authority Caves) and Defence 
Services', and 'Community and Business Services (Including Professional)’. 
Public Authorities (n.e.i.) includes only government employees who are not 
included in any of the other major industry group, e.g. excludes postal workers 
who are included in Transport and Communications. Defence Services includes 
both enlisted personnel and civilian employees. Community and Business Services 
(including Professional) includes persons engaged in : (i) law, order and public 
safety; (ii) social welfare organisations (other than government); (iii) health 
(e,e% hospitals, private medical and dental practices, etc); (iv) education; 

(v) other community and business services (e.g. accountancy, architecture, ete.) 


Includes all other classifications, e.g. amusement, sport and recreation, hotels, 
cafes, personal services, etc. This classification also includes persons whose 
industry was inadequately described or not stated. 
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The following groups make up the work force: 


oe : G3 employers; (ii) employees; 
etatet) unpaid helpers; (iv) unemployed persons, Unemployed persons are defined 
as those actively seeking work. 


Excludes non-private dwellings such as hotels, boarding houses, educational 
and religious institutions, hospitals, etc. but includes government-built 
houses and flats. 


Includes shared private houses for which only one householder's census schedule 
was received. 


A share of a private house (or flat) is a portion of a shared house (or flat) 
which is occupied separately and, for which portion, a separate householder's 
census schedule was received. 


A flat is a part of a house or other building, it can be completely closed off 
and it includes both cooking and bathing facilities. 


Includes dwellings such as apartments, rooms, etc. which are parts of buildings 
but are not self-contained units, 


Only houses (item 35) and flats (item 38) are included in this analysis. 
Houses and flats owned freehold, on mortgage and under instalment purchase, 


Government and non-government primary and secondary schools. Includes one 
correspondence school in the Hobart municipality. 


Children are recorded in the municipality where their school is located, Qo Br 
students enrolled at the correspondence school are included in Hobart municipality, 


These details are based upon the annual statement of accounts submitted by each 
municipality to the Auditor-General; copies are made available to the Bureau. 


Includes : (i) roads controlled by the Public Works Department and municipal 
authorities; (ii) Hydro-Electric Commission roads; (iii) Forestry Commission 
roads; (iv) other forestry roads. 


Includes roads paved with gravel or stone, and roads formed or cleared only. 


A rural holding is defined as a piece of land of one acre or more in extent 
used for the production of agricultural products, for the raising of livestock 
or for the production of livestock products. 


Includes persons of all ages residing permanently on rural holdings at 31 
March 1967, including those temporarily absent, 


Includes all males working permanently full-time on holdings at the end of March 
1967 whether owners, lessees, tenants, share-farmers, employees on wages or 


salary or helpers not receiving wage or salary. Excludes casual or seasonal 
workers. 


All serviceable wheel and crawler tractors on holdings at 31 March 1967. 


Includes freehold and rented land, and Crown land, leased, licensed or in process 
of alienation, The total area of all rural holdings as defined in item 62 is 
included even though parts of some holdings are not used for agricultural or 
pastoral purposes. In some municipalities, the area of holdings exceeds the area 
of the municipality as shown in item 1: where a holding extends across the 
boundaries of adjacent municipalities, the total area of the holding is 
attributed to the municipality in which the homestead is situated. 


Includes area used for orchards and small fruits, but excludes area of grasses 


and clover cut for hay, seed or silage. Areas double cropped are only counted 
ence in this item. 


Areas of native grasses are excluded, 
Barley, oats, rye and wheat harvested for grain, 


Includes oats, barley, wheat, lucerne, grasses and clover, etc. cut for hay. 
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All green peas, whether sold in the pod or shelled (for processing), 
Number of livestock on rural holdings at 31 March 1967. 


Cows (not including heifers and heifer calves) that are used or intended 


to be used for the production of milk and cream for sale. Excludes house 
cows, 


The definition of a factory for statistical purposes is an establishment 
where four or more persons are employed or where power (other than manual) 
is used in any manufacturing process, Electricity generating stations 

and gas-works, classified as factories for statistical purposes, have been 
excluded from this section. 


Average number of persons employed in factories over the whole year. Working 
proprietors are included; persons engaged in selling and distribution are 
excluded. 


Excludes drawings of working proprietors. 


The value of factory output is the value at the factory door of all goods 
manufactured and includes the amount received for repair work, work done on 
commission and receipts for other factory work, 


The value of production represents the value added to raw materials by the 
process of manufacture. It is calculated by deducting, from the value of 
factory output, the cost (at the factory) of the materials used, containers 
and packing, power, fuel and light used, tools replaced and materials used 
in repairs to plant (but not depreciation charges). 


The values shown for 'Land and Buildings', and 'Plant and Machinery' are 
generally the depreciated book values, but estimates are included of the 
capital value of rented premises and plant. 


These are classified as factories. Includes mills engaged in re-sawing. 


Production of sawn, peeled and sliced timber measured as rough sawn timber 
in true super feet. 


Includes garages with associated repair workshops, but excludes establishments 
engaged principally in motor body repairs. 


All values shown exclude the value of the land and represent the estimated 
value of buildings on completion. 


Includes the value of permits issued by municipal authorities for the 
construction of private buildings, and of contracts let and day labour 
projects commenced by government authorities. 


Completions are as reported by contractors or owner-builders. ily aus) telaciea@eulas
